Vantety Comment... 


First, let’s look at the Dutch imports as offered in 
our 1954 catalog. We grew a test lot of each variety 
in our testing garden where they received extra care 
and water; the balance being grown in the field 
without benefit of irrigation, fertilizer or mulch. Be- 
lieve me, there is a great difference in results not 
only of the Dutch varieties but of all others tested. 


ARSENAL—a large purple-violet red performed only 
fair, better in the test garden. Attachment was some- 
what weak, especially in hot weather. 


BLUE BIRD—rated so high in Dutch shows was a 
big disappointment—out it goes. If any who bought 
this will just say so, if their experience was bad, we 
will replace it with something good, free. 


BLUE HAZE—grew well in both field and garden. 
A “different” color to be sure, but it did not particular- 
ly appeal to us. 


BLUE MIRROR—a “star” shaved violet blue did just 
good in the trial garden and only fair in the field. 
We'll save it for one more trial. 


GRATIA—with its dark throat on light blue is not 
too bad. It grew well in the field and opened four 
to five in most cases on mostly straight stems. We'd 
rate this as good. 


NEGUS—a velvety brown-red is a typicel Dutch 
dark creation and on a par or perhaps a little better 
than Uncle Tom or Black Opal. Opened 10 in the 
trial garden, usually 6 to 8 in the field. 


MENELIK—dark purple red is a good performer. 
Can open up to a dozen. Tall, stretchy flowerhead 
and a good all around variety. 


QUEEN OF THE NIGHT—we liked this dark black- 
purple. Its rounded floret and deep color was quite 
impressive. Not a giant, but a nice round, plain 
petelled black—and it’s really black. Bud count is 
a little short but who wants all of them to be 20 or 
22 bud varieties? 


SALMAN’S SENSATION—was just that. It is the 
new “King of the Blues.” It grew so tall, up to 6 
and 7 foot, that you'll have to stake it to keep it up. 
Probably the tallest growing variety we grew this 
past season. A really good spike can be a sensation 
on the show table. 


TOBROEK—another medium size velvety brownish- 
black performed reasonably well. Not a giant, but 
useful for home arrangements. 


TOEAN—velvety black-red is worthy of taking a 
second look it. Nearly as black as Queen of the 
Night, but petals are pointed instead of round. 


WINSTON CHURCHILL—a blood red proved very 
outstanding in the trial field, and, later planted in the 
regular field did only fair. Too much really hot and 
dry weather which effected the later bloom. This 
variety has been quite popular in England and at the 
Aussie shows. 


Of the twelve varieties we imported last year only 
one has been a lemon. This year we are importing 
several new ones but will test grow them this coming 
year before offering them for sale in 1956. We 
believe we will then be able to reduce the possibility 
of offering for sale another “lemon”.

BENGAL ROSE (562) (Midseason) 


(Huntress x Evangeline) 


In recent years the deep rose class has been 
greatly strengthened, but there is still a lot of 
room for top notch varieties. BENGAL ROSE 
is just that in color. According to the Royal 
Horticultural Society color chart it is rose bengal 
25/2 with a deeper throat of the same color 25. 
Add to this fine color these other characteristics 
and you have a really grand glad. Tall spikes— 
5 feet and more—always straight and with 21/2 
ft. flowerheads, 20-22 buds, 8 open, perfectly 
arranged with 6-8 in color. Florets over 51/2” 
in size and tightly attached. 


The giant plants have broad leaves that stay green 
to the very end of digging and bulbs are disease 
free, easy to handle and large in size, and high 
crowned. Makes lots of bulblets that germinate 
well and makes good sized bulbs from bulbleis. 


MADRIGAL (442) (Midseason) 


(Evangeline x Corona) 


Azalea pink, deeper diffused throat. R. H. S. 
color chart shows it as 618/1 or 618/2. A 
“different” pink that holds a great appeal for 
florist and amateur alike. 


BENGAL ROSE 


Husky plants with spikes up to 5 feet high, with 
30” flowerheads. 19-20 buds, 8 open, well 
placed and tightly attached and 5-7 in color. A 
fine exhibition glad as well as a promising com- 
mercial. 


Look at these show winnings! 

Seedling award Rochester 1952. Trial grounds 
in 1953 rated it 83 with one operator noting it 
as “outstanding in every way—10 florets open”. 
Shown at the C. G. S. show in Brampton 1954, 
it was placed first in its color class over strong 
opposition. Trial grounds 1954 Silver Medal 
award, 


Produces “millions” of bulblets that grow like 
weeds. 


REDHEAD (536) (Early Midseason) 


(Animation x Commando) 


Soft scarlet self quite similar to its pollen parent 
Commando, a color that is quite different from 
most in this color class. The 536 class really 
needs some new faces as there are relatively 
few in it. 


Tall strong plants 53” - 55”, spikes always straight 
and flowerheads 24” - 26”. 20-22 buds, 8 open 
well placed and attached and 6-7 in color. One 
year we noted 10 open in the field. 


Honorable mention 1953 Trial Grounds with an 
average score of 84 and an award of merit from 
the British Gladiolus Society. Splendid bulbs. 
Bulblet production quite good but not “runaway”. 
An excellent early glad that should do well every- 
where.

LORELEI (406) (90-95 days) 


Tall wavy cream shading to deep cream or pale 
yellow in throat. 18 to 20 buds, 8 to 10 open, 7 
to 8 in color, Probably the most widely hailed 
of all the ‘55 introductions. Runner up All Ameri- 
can Selections. Has won many ribbons as a seed- 
ling.

EMILY’S BIRTHDAY (324) (Very Early) 


(Seedling x Seedling) 


A fine addition to the few Butterfly varieties we 
now have. This one is ruffled and needle point- 
ed and you will be pleased with the way it makes 
up into arrangements. In color it is apricot salmon 
with a yellow throat dusted with scarlet. 


First let’s explain the rather odd name. The first 
year it bloomed it opened on July 9th and the 
latest date noted in any year is July 15th. July 
9th is Mrs. Emily Butt’s birthday and at that 
time in our district we never ever have any glads 
in bloon¥ from outdoor planting, so this name 
helped identify this exceptionally early glad and 
it has been called that for several years. 


Medium tall spikes, always straight, 16-18 buds, 
7-8 open and several in color, well placed and 
attached. Its strong point is its extreme earliness 
—our first to bloom by far. A good butterfly type.

The Gladiolus Classification System 


The number after the name of each variety in 
our general descriptive list denotes the official 
size and color classification of that variety as 
determined by a committee of the North Amer- 
ican Gladiolus Council. We list these classifica- 
tion numbers because they are helpful to cus- 
tomers in determining the exact size and color 
classification of varieties they may want to buy 
or to exhibit at glad shows conducted under the 
auspices of the N.A.G.C., where this classification 
system is used. 


Glads are classified is five sizes as follows: 


Miniature ___100—florets under 21%” 
smalligese ss 200—2%2” through 34” 
Medium______ 300—3%4” through 43%” 
large ee 400—412” through 5%.” 
Giant _______500—51%”’ or larger 


For instance, turn to page 8. The first variety 
described, Abu Hassan, is followed by the num- 
ber 378. The 300 means it has a floret size from 
3%” through 4%”. The 78 designates this variety 
as a deep violet. Hence the numbers after the 
variety names tell the story of the size and color 
of the individual floret as grown under field con- 
ditions from large bulbs.

care, no fertilizer, no mulch and no extra water other 
than that which nature provided us with).

Test Gardens 

To further test some varieties, and also because we 
were running short of space to plant all of our growing 
stock, we rented two separate unused city garden 
lots. The soil types were distinctly different and 
quite different from that soil in our regular field. 

Fortunately most of the land around our city is 
a sandy loam which makes for ideal bulb growing 
soil. It does dry out quite rapidly tho and we have 
hopes of securing the necessary equipment this season 
to irrigate some sections of the field. 


Realizing that soil conditions vary considerably over 
the country and finding this vast difference in the 
soil types in these two different city lots we decided 
to conduct this little experiment of our own. 

Each of these plots chosen were about 200x120; 
one being a soft fluffy peat and the other good old 
hard pan—black, but when dry hard as coal and when 


wet just like greasy clay. In each plot we planted 
about an equal number of size 3, 4, 5 and 6 bulbs 
of Elizabeth the Queen, Sherwood, Red Charm, Straw- 
berry Peach, Burma, Florence Nightingale, Angel 
Wings, Spic and Span, Dieppe and Friendship. They 
were left to shift for themselves—no water, no nothing, 
except cultivation, and only enough to keep them 
weed free. 

It was amazing the difference in flowers cut from 
the two plots and those coming from the field planted 
from the same bulb stock. Most all varieties grew 
well in the hard pan, tho stunted and short from lack 
of water during the hot and dry summer months we 
had, and when compared with the field grown spikes 
of the same variety were almost miniatures. 

The peat ground, which we originally thought would 
produce the better bloom turned out to be the biggest 
disappointment. The soil was scour, and while it 
held plenty of moisture the bulbs had to produce such 
tremendous root systems trying to capture food on 
which to grow on left little for making growth above 
ground. All varieties grew short, foliage was yellow, 
and those which did bloom were pale in color. If 
your blubs produce unusually large root systems no 
doubt your soil needs building up with fertilizers. 


From this little experiment we are convinced that 
repeated cultivation will tend to improve growth and 
quality of bloom nearly as much as any one single 
thing if your soil is normal. Cultivate often, close to 
the plants but not deep enough to injure the root sys- 
tem, so that soil gasses can come up and feed the 
small root system glads have. If your plants show 
a “yellowing” apply small side dressings of a good 
plant food such as Vigaro, and for extra growth, both 
to flower and resulting new bulb being formed, water 
liberally during the dry season—good, deep water- 
ings.
